its that are needed m ust run for 
too long a term to m ake it feasible 
for banks to make the grants. 
Be­ 
sides, our 
banks 
have 
expanded 
their credit facilities for dom estic 
requirem ents 
to quite 
as high 
a 
point as is safe. T hat m eans 
the 
credit 
should 
come from 
our in­ 
vestm ent 
funds, which 
have been 
largely dissipated in the recent past 
by our flotations of new com panies. 
We have great dem ands for dom es­ 
tic promotions and for such work as 
rehabilitating our 
railroads which 
are now 
in need of 
600,000 
cars. 
N evertheless, we can a t the sam e 
time assist Europe. We can expand 
our lending ability very m uch 
by 
practicing 
economy 
and stopping 
the present craze fo extravagance. 
“But our investors are not dis­ 
posed to adventure into foreign se­ 
curities. They can get very high 
returns 
from dom estic 
securities, 
and they 
lack understanding 
and 
experience 
in 
foreign 
securities. 
Such 
investm ents 
as 
they 
have 
made abroad haven’t been altogeth­ 
er happy in some instances. 
The 
remedy eau only come w ith a reali­ 
zation by our people of Europe's 
extrem e need; of our own intim ate 
connection with 
European affairs, 
and of the reaction on us of any 
economic 
breakdown 
in 
Eurpean 
countries. 
“In investing our funds to 
help 
Europe's recovery, the idea would 
not be for European governm ents 
to float loans here as they did dur­ 
ing the war. The task is one pri­ 
m arily for financiers. T here should 
be a consortium of bankers, repre­ 
senting the principal lending coun­ 
tries, th at is, those which have 
a 
surplus of food and raw m aterials. 
T his council of bankers would have 
to steady the European industrial 
situation and ration such credits as 
it could grant. It would extend cred­ 
its solely with a view to starting 
industries and keeping people from 
starving. The credits should be ex­ 
tended only in the form of food and 
raw m aterials. The consortium 
of 
bankers would 
call to 
Am erican 
investors 
obligations secured by a 
m ortgage or other security of 
the 
European factories getting raw m a­ 
terials and also secured by the gov­ 
ernm ent of 
the European 
country 
accepting the goods from America 
This governm ent 
guarantee m ight 
be in the form of a prior lien over 
all outstanding governm ent loans. 
Must Reach All Districts 
“The degree of security of these 
obligations would be high ^f the 
credits granted to Europe were on 
a com prehensive scale and left no 
areas helpless. T here could be no 
com plete 
safety for 
such 
invest 
m ents, however, as long as then 
were great political districts left in 
w ant and the people in idleness. 
W ant and idleness are not apt to 
lead to political revolution, which is 
a com m unicable disease. 
“ W hile the facts are pessim istic, 
there are some bright spots. Eng­ 
land has done m arvelously in get­ 
ting her industries adjusted. 
Bel­ 
gium, too, has done very well. But 
elsew here the revival is not Buffle-' 
ient to w arrant optim ism . In some! 
places only 20 per cent of industrial j 
revival has occurred. N evertheless, I 
once a sta rt is made in helping Eu- j 
rope by the United States, the situa­ 
tion should become much brighter. I 
T he only possible solution is in our 
hands. Russia cannot give imm edi­ 
ate help. She has no raw m aterials 
on hand and her paralyzed railw ay 
system m akes 
transportation very 
difficult. It would do no good for us 
to cancel the debts Europe owes us, 
for w hat Europe needs is the food 
and raw m aterials we can supply. 
“The present situation was evi­ 
dent a year ago. But, the people 
who made the peace treaty, paid no 
attention to 
economic data. 
They 
did not understand the com plicated 
theory of 
modern 
industry. 
They 
had not taken into consideration the 
fact th at the population of Europe 
under the influence of an industrial 
age had grown to far larger num ­ 
bers than Europe's fields can feed. 
But, with it all, we can save Europe. 
We can do it if we stop our wild 
extravagance, com prehend the seri­ 
ousness of the situation and decide 
it is tim e for us to help our neigh­ 
bors. Then we shall have the world 
at large a t our feet in gratitude.”

It was decidedly in terestin g to dis­ 
cover th a t to the people of 1857 the 
Yosem ite was the “ Yo-hamite,” and 
it is not less interesting to read 
what* presum ably was the first pub­ 
lished account of the discovery of 
the W awona grove of Big Trees, the 
discovery then having been but re­ 
cently made. 
The account w as pub­ 
lished in Sacram ento Union of July 
4, 1857: 
“The M ariposa G azette 
contains 
an account of a grove of m am m oth 
tree s recently discovered In the vi­ 
cinity of Yo-hamite* falls. 
A num ber 
of gentlem en have lately visited the 
grove, and the following is the re­ 
sult of their observation: 
“The grove is abouts three-quart­ 
ers of a m ile in length and nearly 
half a 
mile 
in 
w idth—containing 
over 200 trees, tw o-thirds of which 
are eighteen or m ore feet in diam ­ 
eter. 
Out of twenty-two trees m eas­ 
ured, the sm allest w as sixty-five feet 
in circum ference. 
The larg est of 
the group m easures 106 feet In cir­ 
cum ference, another Is T02 feet, and 
a third Is IOO feet. 
A nother which 
has been blown down and th e top 
broken 
off 
and burned, m easured 
eight feet in diam eter a t the broken 
or sm all end rem aining, which Is 192 
Wed- feeU from the base or roots of the 
tree. 
On a single acre th ere are 
tw enty-three trees, the sm allest of 
which m easures eighteen feet nine 
Inches In diam eter. 
About one mile 
south 
of these 
there 
is 
another 
group containing about th irty trees. 
“The G azette says th at the discov­ 
ery of this grove of trees will add a 
new and interesting feature to the 
trip to the valley, as the grove Is 
situated on the direct trail to Yo- 
ham ite. They are of the sam e species 
as those in Calaveras, and in num ­ 
ber and m agnitude are not inferior.”
